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Primary holds few surprises 


Oakley, Morgan in mayor's race

Monday’s primary election in 
Romulus produced few surprises as 
a mere handful of voters made in- 
cumbent Mayor William M. Oakley 
the high vote-getter in the mayor’s 
race. 


Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, said 
3,107 residents, about 22 percent of 
the city’s registered voters, went to 
the polls 

Unofficial tabulations showed 
Oakley pulling 1,744 votes to 1,157 for 
Mel Morgan, local businessman and 
developer, who has vowed to wage 


an all-out campaign to unseat the 
mayor. Harry W. Nelson, third man 
in the race, garnered only 204 votes. 

A heavy influx of ads and a 
political tabloid which appeared as 
an insert in the local newspaper 
recently attest to Morgan’s well- 
managed campaign to win the 
mayor’s chair. 


As the campaign winds down to 
the general election on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6. the mayoral race is expected 
to go down to the wire between 
Morgan and Oakley in the eyes of 
political observers close to city hall. 

With only incumbent Folmar and 
challenger Jerry Kubiak running for 
clerk, no primary was held for that 


office. Kubiak, who was ordinance 
officer under both former mayors 
Terry Trout and James Steward, 
was fired by the latter before his 
term expired. 

The contest for treasurer 
produced a mild upset as veteran 
council member Beverly McAnally 


3 Give presentations 


Cable television debut 


awaits council okay

Cable television may soon make 
its debut in the city of Romulus. 

Promoters of cable TV, which 
brings television signals directly to 
the home from telephone-like lines, 
formerly tried to develop out-of-the- 
way areas where ordinary straight- 
line signals were deflected away. 

Now, they are pushing their 
product in metropolitan areas where 
television reception is good to ex- 
cellent, but for another reason. 
Cable TV promoters are able to give 
subscribers more channels to choose 
from, as well as special channels for 
sports, news, weather, religion, 
senior citizens, etc. 

Last week, three cable TV com- 
panies were peddling their wares in 
Romulus and surrounding com- 
munities. Mayor William M. Oakley, 
Jay Young, public information of- 
ficer, and Clerk Leonard J. Folmar 
listened to presentations made by 
representatives of United Cable 
Television Corp., Englewood, Colo. ; 
Wayne Cablevision, Inc., a sub- 
sidiary of Maclean-Hunter Ltd. of 
Toronto; and Omnicom of 
Plymouth, Mich. 

Young told the Roman that the 
three-member group would make a 
recommendation to city council 
which must give its approval before 
one of the three cable TV firms can 
get a franchise for local operations. 
The recommendation could come at 
the next council session on Sept. 25. 

Currently, 16 downriver com- 
munities have been given the pitch 
by cable TV companies, with three 
granting franchises, another four 
with approval pending, and the 
remainder mulling over the service. 


Young said all three firms 
presented similar proposals. 

“All three firms offered us 35 
channels, almost identical service 
charges and installation fees and a 
similar program format,” said 
Young. 

With locally placed television 
reception antennas picking up 
signals from satellites or by 
microw’ave, Romulus television 
viewers will be able to get stations 
from places like Chicago if they 
choose. 

Monthly charge for cable TV 
among the three companies varies 
from a low of $6.95 to a high of $7.95. 
A similar situation holds true in 
“home box office” movies where 
charges would range from $6.95 to $9 
monthly. 

After posting a performance bond 
in the neighborhood of $50,000, the 
cable TV firm granted the local 
franchise will pay a percentage of its 
yearly gross revenues to the city, 
following payment of an initial 
amount (One company offers 
$25,000 for its initial paymeni. ) 

Young explained that two of the 
three cable TV companies offered 3 
percent of annual gross revenues, 
while the third said it would give 5 
percent. However, he said the other 
two firms said they were doubtful 
that the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) would grant the 
required waiver for the firm to pay 
the higher amount. 

Foremost among claims made by 
cable TV companies is the improved 
reception and a revolutionary new 
service called “local access” 
utilizing two-way communication. 

Under that feature of their ser- 
vice, one channel would be set aside 
whereby such events as city council

Huron supt. puts part 
on 2 trustees for levy 


Telling it like it is, newly- 
appointed Huron Public Schools 
Supt Curtis D. Bartz put partial 
blame for Monday’s defeat of a 3.5- 
mill additional levy for one year 
squarely on the shoulders of two 
school board trustees. 

Curtis’ predecessor, Byron Ant- 
cliff, also had his troubles with some 
members of the board and left 
earlier this year after reaching an 
“agreement” with the board. 

Following the defeat of the millage 


levy by a 731-626 margin, Bartz 
issued a prepared statement : 

“Yesterday, the majority of the 
voting citizens of the Huron School 
District decided to fight inflation 
with school taxes by defeating a 
needed tax increase. 

“Part of our problem was that the 
total school board was not convinced 
that the money was actually needed 
to operate even a minimum 
program. We will all have ample 
opportunity through the school year 


to become convinced that the need 
was and is here. 

“As we cut programs further, 
many adults and all of the students 
will be affected by the defeat.” 

In his remark that not all school 
board trustees felt the millage was 
needed, the superintendent referred 
to the split vote in July by the school 
board to place the millage question 
on the ballot Sept. 10. 

At that time, George Angel, a long- 
time critic of school board policy

Task force to study 
new civil service 


Romulus City Hall employes could 
soon have a unique type of civil 
service program that differs 
markedly from the “traditional” 
type now in use at many govern- 
mental agencies. 

After submission of a civil service 
ordinance to city council last week 
by Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, council 
members formed a seven-member 
task force to review civil service 
programs now in effect throughout 
Michigan. Following the holding of 
several public hearings, the group 
will make its recommendation on a 
civil service program for the city of 
Romulus. 

Serving on the task force are: 
Council member Beverly McAnally, 
Sandy Spjut, city personnel direc- 
tor; Rita McClennon, deputy 
treasurer; Vivian Armstrong, 
building department clerk; Diana 
Lovenduski, department of public 
works employe; Robert Poet; and 
Richard Campbell 


Several months ago, Folmar and 
the city attorney, at the request of 
council, revised a civil service or- 
dinance which had been prepared 
several years ago. 

Commenting on the new' CS or- 
dinance, Folmar said, “The new 
civil service ordinance would be 
good for the city because it provides 
for a career program for city em- 
ployes, including incentives.” 

Also, the revised ordinance will 
offer a clarification of employe 
rights since the union came to city 
hall back in 1966, he said. 

These include guidelines for: 
salary establishment, fringe 
benefits, promotional opportunities, 
and selection of employe criteria 
Folmar criticized what he called 
“ traditional” civil service because it 
would conflict with the city charter 
in regard to department heads He 
said that type covers ail city em- 
ployes and makes no provision for 
the mayor s right under the city 


charter to hire and fire department 
heads 

“If we had the traditional civil 
service, the mayor would have to 
appoint persons over those now 
serving as department heads and 
would have to give them new titles, 
such as director,” Folmar ex- 
plained 

Under the new revised CS plan, 
the clerk said department heads 
would be excluded from grievance 
procedures and would not be 
covered under the program Only 
personnel “other than department 
heads” would be included under the 
new' CS plan, he added 

■ In this respect, the new revised 
civil service ordinance would 
comply with our city charter,” he 
said. 

Also, under the new plan, the 
complete work experience of all 
employes would be covered during 
their entire time of service with the 
city, ne clerk said 


topped incumbent Helen M. Gallien 
1,108-1,093 Coming in third with 789 
votes and losing the nomination was 
former Treas. John B. Lewkowicz, 
who was defeated in the last city 
election by Gallien 

Therefore, the general election 
will see Morgan and Oakley thrash it 
out for mayor, McAnally and Gallien 
for treasurer, and Folmar and 
Kubiak for clerk. 

With 18 candidates seeking the 
nominations for council, four had to 
be eliminated. They were: Lowell E. 
Giles - 414 votes, Charles W. Hazen - 
429, Robert N. Knight - 586, and 
Edward Thomas Jr. - 412. 

The list of 14 candidates who will 
battle it out in the general election 
are: Mary Ann Banks, top vote- 
getter with 1,938, Wayne Avery - 628, 
Barry Baumann - 973, Fred Block 
Jr. - 1,426, Richard F. Campbell - 
606. Gerry Canejo - 1,425, Ray 
Cantrell - 1,161. Mary L. Carter - 953, 
Charles J. Dick Jr. - 600, Edward D. 
Fall - 690, Shirlee M. Helms - 596, 
Jimmie C. Raspberry - 1,413, Ed- 
ward A. Rush - 1,280, and Richard K. 
Yeramian - 847. 

Of interest in the council race was 
the poor showing made by Hazen, 
who formerly served as the city’s 
industrial coordinator, and the 
strong race run by Rush. 

Rush last year sued the city over 
what he alleged to be a closed 
council meeting in violation of the 
state's recently enacted Open 
Meetings Act. Following several 
court hearings, the case was 
dropped when council agreed to pay 
Rush’s attorney fees after the 
presiding judge indicated council 
would lose the suit if it continued. 

Action to pay Rush’s legal fees 
came upon advice of the city at- 
torney, Charles Lowther.

Five Points 
to become 4 
in Romulus 

Pending federal funding, the 
famous Five Points in Romulus 
will become Four Points, the 
same as most other intersections 

City Council last week voted 
unanimously to close Ozga 
Street, one of the five roadways 
converging at the intersection, as 
recommended by the Michigan 
Department of Highways and 
Transportation. 

Results of a traffic count 
showed volume of traffic on Ozga 
to be quite small as compared to 
theotherfour roads at the corner. 

As recommended, curbing for 
Ozga at Five Points and paving of 
Jones Street will cost an 
estimated $25,000 David J. Paul, 
director of the city DPW, 
recommended to the mayor that 
the city apply for federal funds to 
pay for 90 percent of the total cost 
of the project He said the city 
would pay the remaining 10 
percent 
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Which is right?

Bullard proposal would help cope 
with disasterous plant closings 


Legislation to help communities 
cope with disastrous effects of 
plant closings will be introduced this 
month by State Rep Perry Bullard 
<D-Ann Arbor). 

“There is an immediate loss of a 
community’s and school tax base 
when a business leaves a com- 
munity,” Bullard said. “Unem- 
ployment increases and the small 
business person immediately loses 
customers because people relocate 
or cannot afford to buy products. 
The entire community suffers.” 

“This legislation,” he continued, 
“would give communities, small 
businesses, and workers a fighting 
chance.” 

The major provision of the bill is a 
2-year pre-notification to employees, 
the community and the stat^ prior to 
a pending plant closing or 
relocation The bill would apply only 
to businesses which employ one 
hundred or more people. After pre- 
notification, a 3-pronged approach to 
the problem would occur 

First, additional employee 
benefits would be granted by the 
company. Second, a community 
service committee within the 
community will be formed Third, 
the state would supply support and 
technical assistance from the 
various departments to be coor- 
dinated by the Department of Labor. 

“The need for this legislation in 
Michigan is paramount,” Bullard 
said. “At the present time, the state 
has no official means of knowing 
when a plant closing occurs other 
than through the media and other 
informal methods. The pre- 
notification requirement would 
remedy the problem, plus allow the 
community enough time to provide 
alternatives to the loss of em- 
ployment that the community will 
have to face. 

“We know the problem is serious 
simply by reading the papers. Five 
thousand jobs will be lost at Dodge 


Main; close to 1,000 Chrysler jobs 
have been lost in Lyons; another 400 
have been lost in Monroe. And in my 
own district, Sycor Corporation may 
be planning to move 600 jobs out of 
the state following a conglomerate 
takeover ” 

Rep Bullard said the bill would 
have a positive impact on the 
Michigan business climate 

“Retail and service businesses 
will benefit from greater work force 
stability and community planning to 
minimize the impact of factory 


closings,” Bullard continued. “In 
most cases, those employers facing 
the legislation requirements would 
be the multi-national conglomerates 
who have little concern about the 
future of communities in Michigan.” 

Bullard said legislation also has 
been proposed at the national level 
Congressman William Ford (D- 
Michigan) and Sen. Donald Riegle 
(D-Michigan) have proposed the 
National Employment Priorities Act 
of 1979 (SB 1608 and HR 3187). Sen. 
Harrison Williams, chair of the 


Senate Subcommittee on Labor, has 
introduced similar legislation. 

On a state level, many northeast 
industrial states are considering 
similar plant closing-community 
self-help legislation. Ohio and 
Massachusetts have introduced such 
proposals. Oregon, New York, 
Connecticut and New Jersey are 
readying their versions for in- 
troduction 

Rep. Bullard plans to hold public 
hearings on his proposal throughout 
the state this fall

Arraignment slated 
in airport murder 


A 39-year-old Riverview man is 
being held without bond in the 
Wayne County Jail on charges 
stemming from the shooting of his 
estranged wife and the death of a 
member of the faculty of the 
University of Michigan-Dearborn. 

H-sung Chung will be arraigned on 
a charge of second-degree murder in 
the shooting death of Dr. Carl 
Rasmussen, 33, in Wayne County 
Circuit Court Sept. 13. He also is 
charged with assualt with the intent 
to commit murder in the wounding 
of his wife, Dr. Soon P. Chung, and 
possession of a firearm in the 
commission of a felony. 

According to police reports, Chung 
allegedly shot his wife and 
Rasmussen in the early hours of 
Aug. 15 on the third level of a 


parking structure of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus. 

Reportedly, he was upset over the 
breakup of his marriage. 

Police apprehended Chung about 
15 minutes after the shooting in- 
cident. He was found, walking along 
the 1-94 Freeway near the airport. 

Wayne County Sheriff’s deputies 
said Rasmussen, who was an 
assistant professor of mathematics 
at the university, had accompanied 
Mrs. Chung to the airport to pick up 
her 7-year-old daughter, Sonia, who 
was returning from a stay with 
relatives on the West Coast. 

Mrs. Chung, 33, who at one point 
was listed as in critical condition, 
was released from Wayne County 
General Hospital Aug. 28. 


Space World hires 


public relations firm 


Space World, Inc. is so confident 
that it finally will get tQ build its $32 
million theme park near New Boston 
that it has hired a Troy public 
relations firm to promote the 
project. 

Proposed for a 132-acre tract, the 
lunar-oriented recreational park has 
been beset with legal obstacles by an 
handful of residents who live near 
where it would be built. 

Those residents complained that 
the park would bring traffic 
problems, dust, noise and unsavory 
characters to the Huron Township 
community. 

Huron Township Sup. Roy Raker 
last week said the township had 
complied with a Wayne County 
Circuit Court order stipulating the 
holding of several hearings to air 
citizen complaints. 

Now, he explained, the township 
would notify the court that it had 
fulfilled its order and that Space 
World had been approved for the 


theme park project by both the 
planning commission and the zoning 
board of appeals. 

Space World is headed by Dr. 
Philip Austin of Livonia, who has 
worked with NASA. McMaster 
Associates, the public relations firm 
he hired, said Austin dreamed up the 
idea of Space World and “has been 
managing the theme park through 
the morass of governmental, 
judicial and financial obstacles for 
three years.” 

Austin had said earlier that Space 
World would not be financed by 
grants or bond drives, but through 
private contributions. 

During the time that Austin has 
tried to get his lunar park off the 
ground, the bulk of Huron Township 
residents seemed to favor the 
project, mainly because of the big 
boost in economic considerations 
and the additional tax money it 
would bring to township coffers. 


VB board to decide 


Belleville Lake level 


Will Belleville Lake be lowered or 
not? 

That question was expected to be 
answered last night by the Van 
Buren Township Board as it pon- 
dered a recommendation made by 
the Lake Level Commission not to 
lower the lake the usual three feet as 
in past years. 

Sup. Pat Cullin said the com- 
mission's conclusion supported a 
$30,000 federally subsidized study 
made by an Ann Arbor firm that 
high lake levels would not harm the 
Old French Landing Dam. 

She said the lake level annually 
was lowered by about a yard to 
relieve pressure on the dam from 
high waters and to minimize 
flooding downstream. 

After the study showed that the 
dam could safely contain high 
waters in Belleville Lake, Cullin said 


the lake probably would be lowered 
from eight to 12 inches only. 

After the dam was phased out by 
Detroit Edison as a means of 
electrical power, it had only been 
used in recent years to control the 
level of the lake. 

Currently, a three-year project 
costing more than $3 million and to 
be paid for federal grants will 
breathe new life into the old dam and 
will see it cranking out increased 
electrical power from improved 
generating equipment. 

Chosen from many applicants for 
federal aid, the local dam will serve 
as a model for restoration of small 
dams across the nation. Work on the 
dam will will be performed by pre- 
apprentices who will learn various 
trades for future work with area 
union projects. 


50 Cheer as canine 


is saved from sewer 


A poignant drama of life and death 
unfolded before some 40 residents of 
the Meadows Subdivision in 
Romulus last week, the main 
characters being a springer spaniel 
named “Princess” and members of 
the City Animal Control and DPW. 

The setting was a 10-inch storm 
sewer located on Leroy Street, just 
east of Middlebelt Road.

Student response excellent 
to summer career program 


A Career Exploration Summer 
Program was offered with great 
success to Romulus students from 
June 20 through July 31, 1979, at the 
Romulus Senior High School, 
through the CETA Title III Career 
Resource Center. The purpose of the 
program was to provide a transition 
to bridge the gap between school and 
work. 

The program focused on small 
group activities in a comprehensive 
setting geared for exploration of 
various occupation. 

The goals of the program included 
career exploration, pre-employment 
experiences, vocational 
clarification, decision-making, 
employability skills and job 
shadowing. 

Students chose six out of eight 
career areas to explore during the 


six weeks. The eight areas offered 
were: commercial foods, welding, 
charm and grooming, auto, health, 
building trades, interior decorating, 
and leisure time activities. Each 
career area was explored for one 
week 

In the commercial foods career 
class, 12 foods occupations were 
explored. As a learning experience, 
students planned a menu, prepared 
the food, and operated a restaurant 
for the rest of the students and staff. 
Field trips were taken to Eastern 
Market to explore the wholesale food 
business. In order to compare an 
extensive commercial foods 
operation with a fast-food operation, 
a visit was made to Host In- 
ternational Kitchens and Mc- 
Donald’s. 

Protective face shields covered 
concentrated expressions as sparks 


went flying in the welding careers 
class. Students were introduced to 
various types of welding, oc- 
cupational opportunities, and 
related welding fields. They tested 
their newly-learned techniques in 
craft welding by fashioning metal 
airplanes. 

Automotive careers students 
performed diagnostic analysis on 
each car serviced and completed 
minor repairs. Field trips were 
taken to the Ford Rouge Assembly 
Plant and the Jack Demmer Ford 
dealership to explore the numerous 
occupations in this business. 

Charm and grooming en- 
compassed interviewing techniques, 
appropriate dress for various 
professions, and using proper 
manners. The culminating project 
was a trip to the Sheraton Motor Inn 


in Romulus to put into effect the 
areas discussed. 

Preparing a floor for concrete and 
building a deck wer$ some of the 
experiences the building trades 
class realized while on an actual 
construction site. 

Interior decorating tackled an 
extensive project of remodeling the 
teacher’s lounge at the high school. 
Students planned, designed, painted, 
paneled, built shelves and became 
aware of all the preparation work 
and cleanup involved in this oc- 
cupation. 

The leisure time activities class 
participated in racquetball, bowling, 
archery, tennis, roller skating, 
golfing and an art fair. Entry level 
occupations were explored. The 
students compared past and present 
working conditions during a trip to 
Greenfield Village. 

Job shadowing experiences were 
offered to interested students. This 
involves an actual on-the-job ob- 
servation. As a result of the welding 
class, two interested students, Ray 
Frazier and Mark Inch, also ac- 
complished an in-depth study of 
welding at the senior high’s career 
resource center and visited M.B.M. 
Manufacturing in Romulus for a job 
shadowing experience. 

After witnessing actual on-the-job 
welding in a real work situation, Ray 
was convinced to study welding as a 
career. Mark also was interested, 
but wants to explore other oc- 
cupations as well. 

After completing commercial 
foods. Bill Brind and Sharon Stewart 
decided to further explore the area 
of baking and visited Romulus Home 
Bakery for observation. Bill has 
since been offered a part-time job as 
a baker’s assistant and is very 
pleased with his new employment. 
Roxanne Bagley was fascinated in 
watching Doreen McEvelly, 
secretary to the school district’s 
superintendent. Roxanne is very 
interested in the secretarial field 
and has decided to pursue this 
career. Jackie Larkins is scheduled 
for a shadowing experience with 
Romulus Community Schools 
Special Services to observe an audio 
therapist. 

The culminating activity of the 
summer program was a picnic at 
Lower Huron Metro Park. Every 
student received a certificate for 
successfully completing the 
program. 

Student response to the summer 
program was very positive. Ninety 
percent said they wanted to take the 
class again next year. One student 
who had been suspended repeatedly 
remarked, “It was the best ex- 
perience I ever had in school and I 
would do it all over again.” Another 
comment was: “It was the greatest 
summer school around.”

sessions, school board meetings and 
local plays could be broadcast 
locally.

New location 


The Small Business Ad- 
ministration has announced, as a 
reminder, the closing date for ac- 
ceptance of Physical Disaster Loan 
Applications from homeowners, 
tenants and businesses in Wayne, 
Oakland, Macomb, Monroe and 
Washtenaw counties that suffered 
property damage due to flooding 
from the severe thunderstorms 
which occurred on July 11 and July 
13. 

Under the SBA Disaster Program, 
persons who own or rent homes or 
businesses that were damaged or 
destroyed as a direct result of the 
disaster, and persons who suffered 
personal property losses may apply 
for direct low interest rate Physical 
Disaster Loans to restore their 
properties to pre-disaster condition 

Businesses that have suffered 


economic injury as a direct result of 
this disaster, may apply for an 
Economic Injury Disaster Loan. 
Such businesses are required to 
submit documentation showing that 
the economic injury suffered was 
directly attributable to the disaster. 

Funds received from these loans 
may be used to provide working 
capital and to meet financial 
obligations that otherwise would 
have been met had the disaster not 
occurred. Where possible, and 
without causing undue hardship, a 
business must use its own assets or 
credit from the private sector, if 
available. 

Interest rates on primary 
residence and personal property 


disaster loans are three percent per 
year. Interest rates on SBA Business 
Disaster Loans where credit is not 
obtainable from private sources and 
where refinancing is not involved is 
5 percent. Interest rates on Business 
Disaster Loans which, in SBA's 
judgement are obtainable from non- 
federal credit sources, is 74k per- 
cent. 

Physical Disaster Loan Ap- 
plications must be filed on or before 
Sept. 19 Business Economic Injury 
Disaster Loan Applications must be 
filed on or before April 30, 1980.

In an attempt to save the “Day at 
Jackson*’ juvenile offender 
program, co-chairwomen of the 
Wayne County project Jackie L. 
Qirrie and Mary E. Dumas last 
week sent personal letters to Gov. 
William Milliken and Perry John- 
son, director of the Michigan 
Department of Corrections, asking 
for its continuation on the grounds 
that it was not given adequate time 
for proper evaluation. 

The action followed two weeks of 
meetings by members of the Day at 
Jackson (DAJAC) Advisory Council 
and a special response committee, 
established to design protest action. 
A 60-day suspension, which Wayne 
County Commissioners Currie and 
Dumas fear will lead to the per- 
manent demise of the program, ends 
Sept. 16. 

“Our committee,” the letters 
pointed out, “has reviewed the 
Department of Correction’s 
Evaluation of ‘JOLT’ (a special 
Jackson Prison juvenile project 
conducted by hard-core prisoners 
who introduce young offenders to the 
horrors of prison life) and while it is 
agreed that the statistical analysis is 
valid, we believe that six months is 


not sufficient time to produce 
concrete conclusions on long-range 
effectiveness of either ‘JOLT’ or 
Day at Jackson’. 

“IT was our understanding that 
from a prior communication from 
Kenneth Frankland, legal counsel 
for the State of Michigan, dated June 
6, 1979, that the program probably 
would be continued for another six 
months in order to produce adequate 
data for an analysis. 

“The ‘Day at Jackson’ and ‘JOLT’ 
have received wide community 
support from the Juvenile Courts, 
New Detroit Inc., Detroit Public 
Schools, Wayne County Sheriff 
Wiliam Lucas, Western Wayne 
County police departments, private 
industry and from such 
organizations as the Jaycees, 
Chamber of Commerce and parents 
of youngsters who have participated 
in the program.” 

According to Commissioners 
Currie and Dumas, the advisory 
council includes many highly placed 
representatives of government, 
labor, industry and the public many 
of whom have agreed to send letters 
of commitment in support of both 
projects.

Wayne County’s plan, nicknamed 
the "Super Sewer”, calls for a single 
sewage treatment plant at the 
mouth of the Huron Kiver on Lake 
Erie This system would service 22 
communities in Western Wayne and 
Oakland Counties and has been in 
the planning stage for 20 years. 

THE EPA’s plan calls for some 
communities to be served by the 
Rouge interceptor and the Detroit 
treatment plant. Others would be 
served by an expanded Walled Lake 
Treatment plant. 

The treatment capacity of Lhe 
Walled Lake Plant is limited 
because it flows into a northern 
branch of the Middle Rouge River. 
Communities downstream from the 
existing plant are worried that 
problems at the Walled Lake plant 


could turn the Middle Rouge into an 
open sewer 

Although the "Super Sewer” 
would cost $207 million as compared 
to $132 million for the EPA plan, 
supporters of the "Super Sewer” 
plan belive that it would serve more 
persons and allow more suburban 
growth than the EPA s plan 

The "Super Sewer" was proposed 
by the Wayne County Hoad Com- 
mission and now is endorsed by the 
new Department of Public Works 
and the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners

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Rat infestation: 
How to get rid of them 


During the late summer months, 
many Romulus residents complain 
of rat and rodent infestation, and 
want to know what can be done 
about the problem. 

Briefly, rats are attracted by 
trash piles, open garbage cans, 
unkept fence rows, compost piles 
and rubbish heaps. They can get into 
homes through open or unscreened 
doors, ventilators, cracks in house 
foundations and holes around 
electrical inlets or around pipes. 
According to Lee Silvey, ordinance 
department director. 

fie said there are four essentials 
for goot rat control: 1) eliminate the 
sources of food, 2) remove shelter, 
3) ratproof, and 4) kill them. 

1) Stave them out. Keep garbage 
and refuse in tightly covered metal 
containers. Store food in ratproof 
buildings or containers. 


2) Remove their shelter Store 
materials in the basement and 
garage on stands about 10 to 12 in- 
ches above the floor. Don’t allow 
litter to accumulate Do not pile 
wood near or against walls. 

3) Build them out. Close necessary 
home openings such as ventilators 
and windows with V 4 -inch wire 
mesh 

4) Kill them. Use 10 to 12 traps and 
place along their path, so rats must 
pass over the trigger. Bait them with 
peanut butter and uncooked oat- 
meal. 

Don’t use poison indoors, unless 
rats are very numerous. An- 
ticoagulant poisons are generally 
used. Follow the directions carefully 
and use a long as the problem 
exists. Rodent control supplies can 
ifisually be obtained at your local 
hardware store, Silvey explained. 


The pest control industry offers 
professional service in rat control, 
he advised. 

The Romulus Ordinance 
Department has an excellent 
brochure available, free of charge, 
that carefully explains what can be 
done by homeowner’s to combat the 
rodent problem, he pointed out. Call

Orientation workshop opens 


outdoor volunteer Challenge 


Wayne County adults and older 
teens will be able to participate in 4- 
H outdoor training for volunteer 
leaders in the Challenge program, 
beginning with an orientation 
workshop, Sept. 21-23, according to 
Pat Livingston, Wayne County 4-H 
Youth Agent. 

Dave Hoffman of 6 Area Coalition, 
Community Mental Health, 
Marianne Robinson Busher, curator 
of the Wyandotte Museum, and 
William Lewis will join participants 
from around the state for the 3-day 
workshop on wilderness skills at 
Kettunen Center, the Michigan 4-H 
leadership training facility near 
TUstin. 

“The workshop will outline ex- 
pectations and • training 
requirements for Challenge leaders 
and will explain how the program 
fits into the 4-H philosophy of en- 
couraging physical and mental 
development of youth,'* Ms.

Know your law 

(This is one of a series of public service articles 
explaining, in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan Law. Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect of any law on their private legal affairs

Appellate proceedings in the Michigan Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals are two important 
aspects of the Michigan legal system. Yet both 
usually function out of the public spotlight. 

The Michigan Supreme Court consists of seven 
justices elected on a non-partisan ballot. It has 
general supervisory responsibility for all other 
state courts and hears appeals from lower courts. 

The Court of Appeals consists of 18 elected judges. 
It operates with 3-judge panels who review 
decisions by trial courts. 

A person dissatisfied with a trial court judgment 
has a constitutional right to file an appeal in the 
Court of Appeals within a certain number of days of 
the trial court judgment. 

The appellant must provide the court with a 
transcript of the trial proceedings, papers and 
exhibits and a written argument, or brief, which 
argues that the trial court's judgment was wrong. 

After that brief has been filed, the other party has 
40 days to file a brief with the court to persuade 
them that the lower court judgment was actually 
correct and should be upheld 

An oral argument then will be scheduled before 
the 3-judge panel. The Judges generally ask 
questions during the oral argument which bring up 
for discussion the most important aspects of the 
case. 

Afterwards, reflecting on the argument and 
reviewing the briefs, the court issues an order 
affirming, reversing or modifying the lower court’s 
judgment. A judge disagreeing with the majority 
decision may write a dissenting opinion. 

A plaintiff dissatisfied with the Court of Appeals 
decision may ask the Supreme Court to review that 
decision. If the Supreme Court believes the Court of 
Appeals judgment may be wrong, or in conflict with 
other decisions, it may grant an appeal. 

If an appeal is granted, each party will again file 
a brief in support of its position and the court will 
hear oral arguments. A written opinion generally is 
issued following the oral arguments and any of the 
seven justices may file a separate opinion. 

Opinions published by the two courts provide 
guidance to trial courts as to cases they will hear in 
the future.

The Ancient Moon Festival of 
China commemorating an abundant 
harvest, feminity and romance will 
be celebrated right here in Detroit’s 
Chinatown at Cass and Peterboro.

The Moon Festival falls on the 15th 
day of the eighth month of the lunar 
calendar. The moon is believed to be 
at its brightest then, and the Earth 
God is thanked for the harvest. 

The moon is a symbol of 
femininity. Beautiful Chang-0 of the 
Hsia dynasty (2205-1818 B.C.) is 
purported to live on the moon. She 
stole a drug insuring youth and 
immortality from her husband. As 
she swallowed the drug, Chang-0 
found herself soaring up to the 
moon. Her youth and beauty are 
preserved, but as punishment for the 
theft, she is doomed to remain on the 
moon forever. 

Food of the day is the moon cake, 
decorated and Filled so as* to be 
round and yellow as the moon itself. 
There is a legend about the moon 
cake, too. In the Yuan dynasty when 
the Mongols ruled China, patriots 
plotted to overthrow them. Their 
secret messages to each other were 
concealed in festival cakes ex- 
changed as gifts. So moon cakes 
became a tradition and are cooked, 
bought, given and eaten by millions.

Suburbia County? 

Political gimickry, or a viable solution to Western Wayne 
County’s problems? 

-*■ That is the question residents are being asked to answer at 
" public hearings now taking place. 

But the real question being asked by the author of that 
legislation, State.Rep. Thomas Brown (D-36), is: Should Western 
Wayne County residents be forced to underwrite the largest 
portion of the cost of running the county and receive a 
disproportionatly small share of the benefits? 

Last year, when Brown first introduced his bill that would split 
Wayne county, his colleagues in Lansing generally felt that 
Brown was trying more to make a point than a new law. 

But according to Brown, this year’s bill has been received 
differently. 

In the face of Wayne County’s growing financial problems, and 
the county’s inability to deal with that issue, public attention has 
-been drawn to the county’s plight. And generally, the public 
^appears to be moving to the conclusion that county government 
--has outgrown its politicians’ ability to manage it. 

_ Add to that the difficulty Western Wayne County has had in 
Tconvincing the county that area residents need a larger voice, and 
'many come to the conclusion that a split of Wayne County may 
-not be a bad idea after all. 

*■ While we fully recognize the fact that Western Wayne County 
" has been ignored by County Commissioners, we do see light at the 
;end of the tunnel. 

: For the first time in history, the inept management of Wayne 
^County has become a political issue. An issue which has prompted 
nhe governor to refuse further state aid to the county until county 
-politicians adopt .real reform. 

For that reason, we prefer to take a wait-and-see attitude on the 
“issue of splitting Wayne County into two parts. 

“ Should county officials fail to implement reform, bankruptcy is 
^around the corner, and the state will then move in to take over 
^management of the county. 

-V Commissioners are between a ’rock and a hard place’ on this 
issue and should shortly be forced to finally take some action.

County court reorganization

The long-awaited court reorganization of 
Wayne County looks like it is finally going to 
materialize during the current budget year. 

The Appropriations Committee of the 
Michigan Legislature . through the General 
Government Budget, set up the basic funding 
mechanism for court reorganization in Wayne 
County and for the beginning of state assumption 
of the courts throughout the state of Michigan. 

But Governor Milliken recently vetoed $5.5 
million that would have paid for a state take-over 
of Wayne County’s probation and parole system 
and provided aid to Wayne County Circuit Court 
because the county has failed to reform its own 
government so far. 

By combining the Recorder’s Court, Circuit 
Court and Common Pleas Court, Wayne County 
would save substantial amounts of money and 
increase its efficiency each year. If the county 
courts are reorganized to set up a new system of 
one level of Circuit Courts and District Courts, 
Wayne will automatically receive the money the 
Legislature has earmarked. If it doesn’t, 
operating funds will not be forthcoming and the 
county will face a serious deficit. 

The Governor’s veto met with gloomy 
predictions of a three day work week and a 40 
percent pay cut for 3500 county employees. 

The Governor's vetoes (including $500,000 for 
the Circuit Court) came at a particularly dif- 
ficult time for the county. Wayne, which has 30 
percent of the state’s population, has a projected 
budget shortfall of $18.2 million. But 
the Governor said that because the state is “in a 
recession” and the state budget* is “tight” it 
would be counterproductive to pour more tax 
dollars into a deteriorating situation. 

In the general government appropriation &s 
passed by the Legislature, the change in the 
funding formula for all judges was approved. 

Basically the change is that the maximum 
salary of all judges, as of January 1, 1980, is 
based on a percentage of the salary paid to the 
Michigan Supreme Court Justices. The final 
percentages as agreed to are: a Court of Ap- 


peals judge would receive 94 percent of the 
salary paid taa Supreme Court Justice; a Circuit 
Court judge would receive 92 percent; a probate 
Court judge would receive 88 percent; a District 
Court Judge would receive 84 percent of the 
Supreme Court Justice salary rate. 

As of January 1, the Supreme Court Justices’ 
salary will be set at $60,500 and the maximum 
salary which could be paid to a Circuit Court 
judge anywhere in the state of Michigan will be 
equal to 92 percent of that salary base or $55,660. 
Of this amount, the state pays the basic sup- 
plement of $33,275 and this fugure includes the 
7.8 percent raise given by the state of Michigan 
to these judges throughout Michigan. 

The local counties would then have the 
flexibility of giving a local supplement of 
anywhere from zero to up to $22,385 to Circuit 
Court judges in their area. Wayne County 
presently pays approximately $17,900 as its local 
match for a total of about $47,000 plus cost of 
living increases of $3-4 thousand per year. Under 
the new system, there would be no cost of living 
increases built in for any judges in Michigan. 

The unique feature of the Wayne County 
program is that the state will assume, as of 
January 1, 1980, full Rinding for all Circuit Court 
judges in Wayne County. This will provide ap- 
proximately, on an annual basis, $11 million of 
aid to Wayne County, to pay for the personnel 
costs of judges running the Wayne County court 
system. It is the first step in the court 
reorganization and state-wide uniformity plan 
that has been recommended for the past few 
years. 

The program also provides financial relief to 
an extremely destitute County of Wayne. 

The new funding mechanism and the ap- 
propriation of the $11 million dollars to the 
County of Wayne is directly tied to enabling 
legislation for the court reorganization plan. The 
present concept envisions combining the present 
Wayne County Circuit Court judges with the 
Recorder’s Court and Common Fleas judges in 
Detroit. Recorder and Circuit Court judges 
would form a new court bench to be funded by 


the state of Michigan and the Common Pleas 
Court would be divided into district courts in 
compliance with the judicial arrangements 
throughout the rest of the State. This would not 
only provide better continuity of judicial 
agreements in the County but also provide 
significant financial assistance to Wayne 
County. 

The court reorganization plan would also apply 
to Probate judges and District Court judges in a 
similar fashion. As to District Court judges 
throughout the County of Wayne and for Circuit 
Court judges and District Court judges in the rest 
of the state, the state will begin to assume ap- 
proximately 40 percent of the local share of 
funding for District Court and Circuit Court 
judges 

District Court judges received a 7.8 percent 
pay increase under the new formula up to 
$29,950.00. This portion is paid by the state of 
Michigan as the state’s share of funding of the 
court system. The increase allows a total pay-out 
of up to 84 percent of the Supreme Court’s 
salary. Local units of government would then be 
allowed to pay an additional $20,870 for a total of 
$50,820 for District Court. 

The state of Michigan, throughout the District 
Courts and Circuit Courts, will appropriate 
monies for 40 percent of the amount that a local 
jurisdiction deems reasonable to grant the 
judge; or up to $8,350 of state assumption in the 
cost of funding judges. 

Again this will provide significant financial 
relief to local units of government and taxpayers 
in the funding of their judicial system. This same 
formula works for Circuit Court judges 
throughout the state other than the Wayne 
County Circuit Court bench. Therefore, the 
assumption of a state court system, for the first 
time, was put into place in the appropriation 
package of the general government bill. 

All of the funding proposals other than the 
base state increase of 7.8 percent for all judges, 
is tied to a acceptable court reorganization plan 
being developed by the Legislature.

Dear Frustrated, 

Using something is not always the same thing as owning it If a company owns Ihe 
office furniture, it has a right to control its use. However, since quick changes in our 
environment can often evoke a sense of insecurity and anxiety, it is understandable that 
you felt disoriented and edgy during the moving project, — especially when the largest 
and most familar part of your environment was removed from it permanently Since we 
all feel a need for a sense of continuity, it helps if supervisors try to be sensitive to that 
need by notifying employees in advance and perhaps by asking them for their 
suggestions about the changes. 

Perhaps the move will give you some time to set things up for yourself even more 
conveniently. After a while it w ill feel as familiar as your old space once did. People need 
continuity — but they can also enjoy adaptability . 


Dear Carol, 

In one of your previous columns you 
advised the parent of a teenager who was 
getting low grades "to permit him to 
handle his own schoolwork ... Only when 
the teen sees his work as his own 
responsibility can he really succeed.” 

I absolutely disagree! What’s wrong 
with kids today is that they have too much 
independence.

Maybe he would choose to work enthusiastically and competently one evening for four 
hours when he needed to, and then to play basketball or other enjoyable activities on 
nights when he didn’t have homeowrk. As I said before, if a child can’t make decisions on 
his own, he may choose schoolwork as an area of control. If you are also choosing 
schoolwork as an area of control, you will probably both lose. In order to succeed a 
person needs to be encouraged to be self-disciplined, and praised when he does work hard 
to develop and fulfill his own goals and values

It is easy to say. and probably 
correct, that the cults don't pose the 
national danger which some stories 
we read would lead us to believe -- 
the Guyana affair notwithstanding 

One can even suspect that the 
harrowing accounts of kidnapping 
into and away from the cults are 
sometimes exaggerated in order to 
sell books or win sympathy for those 
who otherwise would only look 
foolish for getting taken in by the 
cults. 

It is possible, too, to doubt figures 
which say that anyw here from three 
to 10 million U S. youths are caught 
up in the cults. The overpublicized 
Moonies have only 3,000 to 7,000 
active members in this country 

A more reliable estimate is that 
far fewer than l percent of the 50 
million young people in the United 
States actually are involved in the 
cults 

Comforting as all these reflections 
may be, they aren t much comfort to 
a mother whose son or daughter is in 
a cult and who lies awake nights 
worrying about her child. 

What do you say to such an 
agonized mother 9 

I get many calls from these 
parents. Their distress has been 
multiplied by all the scare stories 
they have read about the cults 


Things that matter 


They have been given all sorts of 
advice: Get a lawyer' Get your child 
out at all costs! Hire a 
deprogrammer! Write your 
congressman and have the cults 
outlawed! 

That sort of frantic counsel can be 
about as quieting to a parent s fears 
as being told blithely not to believe 
everything you hear" about the 
cults 

So what L)C you say 9 

When I talk to these mothers, 1 
certainly don’t take the side of the 
cults But I tell them what David 
Poling says tn his latest book on 
conversion: “Some of these sects 
are entirely harmless.' 

I tell them what Lowell Streiker, 
executive director of the Mental 
Health Association of San Mateo 
County, Calif , says in his book. 
The Cults Are Coming." 

“When left to themselves," >avs 
Streiker “about three-quarters of 
all cult converts will become 
disenchanted within a very short 
time." 

I am also indebted to some things I 
have been told by Dr Charles 
Kissling. a psychologist 

Kissling has not dealt much with 
parents of cultists. but he has helped 
many a parent troubled w ith a child 
who has sought some other unac- 
ceptable route of escape from his 
problems.

cult can be a halfway house" in a 
youth’s efforts to find himself. 

“Some youth learn by education 
and from what their parents have 
tried to teach them." he says.

What he did was a mistake, but 
maybe nothing else would have 
made him come to his senses, 
Kissling says. 

Who knows?" says the 
psychologist If he hadn’t taken 
that way. he might have jumped off 
the bridge 


These. I think, are all reassuring 
and realistic things to say to a 
parent of a cultist. Too much of what 
is wTitten could lead a parent to 
believe that joining a cult will be 
fatal to a youth 

A heart attack can be fatal — but it 
usually isn’t. This doesn’t mean that 
heart attacks are not bad, even 
dangerous 

We ought to do all we can to avoid 
them and, more than that, to seek 
ways to eliminate them altogether 

The same probably should be said 
about the cults. In the meantime, 
however, let’s deal with the cults on 
our own terms — not theirs. It won’t 
help to let ourselves be brain- 
washed.

Making a habit of winning can become a bad habit, as we all 
know. Ask Sparky Anderson. For years he made the Cincinnati 
Reds THE TEAM TO BEAT in the National League and when he 
finished a “lowly second” a year ago he was relieved of his job. 

Ungracious skeptics have been predicting Glenn’s fall for years. 
But a succession of outstanding coaches have managed to keep the 
proverbial wolf from the door, though the debacle Friday night 
could support the argument that “the time has come.” 

But I’m not too sure of that. One doesn’t win eight out of nine 
games and seven out of nine in back-to-back seasons as Gordon has 
without a couple of tricks-in-a-hat. And, it will be very interesting, 
indeed, to watch Gordon and his staff go to work to salvage a season 
which remains challenging with a host of exciting possibilities. 

It is ironic that the coaches who are perennial winners and 
suddenly lose a couple or those coaches who are chronic losers 
come under quick and critical scrutiny and attack by sportswriters 
and by fans. Those sandwiched in between are spared the groans 
and moans of the critics who, like parasites, thrive on the most 
healthy or the sickly to survive. 

And, what if the prophets of doom in this case are right and Glenn 
should be gorged by their grid rivals? Doesn’t a coach have a right 
to have an off season before a change of venue is asked of him? 

It will be interesting, I repeat, to follow Glenn’s fortunes this 
year. 

Not only for their won-lost record.

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We are currently harvesting something new in our 
garden this year, something I thought a bit unique and 
“foreign 0 to most people. It was with a bit of chagrin 
that my “I-Know-Something-You-Don’t-Know” ap- 
proach was met with a few blase’, “so-what” 
responses. 

On first springing, “Have you ever had spaghetti 
squash?” on my fellow chefies and having several 
nonchalantly reply, “Oh, yeah”, I felt as if I’d pulled a 
Rip Van Winkle and this “phenomenon” had occured 
while I was Z-Z-Z-ing off. 

But whenever the startled answer was, “Spaghetti 
squash? What’s that?” I knew I wasn’t completely off 
the earth’s surface (or I’d had lots of company in my 
slumbers.) 

Anyway — mid-way through the growing season, I 
chanced out to the garden plot to watch the weeds grow 
and noticed lots of little globular objects getting a start 
in life and lazily sprawling into their neighbors’ 
territory. Thinking them to be melons, I attacked BG 
that night with, “What the heck are you doing growing 
WATERMELONS in that tiny garden?” 

After a few “Wha’s” and other indistinct pronouns, 
he realized I’d been tiptoeing through his vegetation 
and, after calming me, explained “it” was the very 
item I’d been so curious about the year before — 
spaghetti squash or vegetable spaghetti, which his 
sister Bea had told me about. 

Since the first (now oval-shaped) veggie ripened, 
we’ve been having a ball experimenting with it in our 
kitchen ( I playing scientist, BG my guinea pig. ) 

Spaghetti squash has one very decided advantage in 
that its pasta-like consistency has a very low caloric 
value and. as such, is a weight w atcher’s dream. 

Anyone with a mania for Italian dishes (but can’t 
quite cut them because of their potential for bulges) 
will ADORE this squash Last night I made my regular 
spaghetti sauce but rather than using linguini, fetucini 
or any other starchy base, I simply scooped out and 
fluffed the innards of a medium squash I’d baked in the 
microwave for about 10 minutes. f t 

You just won’t believe the resemblance of the squash 
to spaghetti — .it looks like the strands awash with 
butter because of its yellow color. 

Here’s another quick and easy (and low-caloried) 
recipe I tried during the week. 

SPAGHETTI SQUASH CHEESE BAKE 


4 slices bacon, cooked and crumbled 
I cup cheddar cheese, grated 
salt and pepper 

1 1 2 cups baked spaghetti squash 

Bake squash according to directions for acorn 
squash in your cookbook. Combine all ingredients with 
fluffed-up squash. Place in casserole and bake in 
moderate (350 degree) oven or microwave until cheese 
melts. Serves 2. 


With Michigan’s fall apple crop about to hit the 
farmer’s markets, it might be nice to know what apples 
are all about. ( Ever go to make baked apples or sauce 
and be in a quandry as to which variety to use? ) 

With a cuisine circular I receive each month as my 
guide, here are the facts. But, as always, testing, 
tasting and trying each kind yourself is the true 
denominator for what’s used in your kitchen. 

Me INTOSH — Crisp and tart, delicious eaten out of 
hand and one of the best for cider because of its velvety 
smoothness. 

JONATHAN — A brilliant red apple whose smell is 
the epitome of an apple orchard or cider mill. Its 
favorite home is Michigan and it’s excellent in a salad 
( unpeeled ) , as a snack or sliced with cheese. 


NORTHERN SPY — Red all over and striped with 
yellow. A very juicy variety so add a bit more flour or 
tapioca when baking it in a crust. Super for ap- 
plesauce; some claiming it the best apple ever 
produced. 

DELICIOUS — MY favorite for Waldorf salad and 
BG’s favorite eating apple. Others prefer it with lots of 
lemon in an old-fashioned pie. A good apple but mealy 
when old. 

ROME — Too thick a skin to be enjoyed raw but with 
the decided advantage of holding its shape when baked 
— a natural for baked apples and also a good one for 
pie. 

WINESAP — Spicy and handsome when served in a 
tall wine glass with raisins and walnuts. 

GREENING — If you dream of a tart apple pie, this 
one ( with a wedge of cheddar) is for you. 

GRANNY SMITH (and don’t I wish it WERE named 
after me ! ) — A super eating apple, best in spring, fresh 
from Australia. 

There are many, many more types we could ramble 
on about (some 20 varieties and 6500 forms, experts 
claim) but we’ll just go with the surface, the main 
ones, at present. 


NOW FOR SOME FACTS ABOUT APPLES: Did you 
know that little or no sugar exists in apple butter . . . 
that it takes about one pound of apples to make three 
cups of sliced apples . . . that in China, farmers grafted 
apple trees 20 centuries ago . . . that just some orange 
juice can sweeten your applesauce while cooking . . . 
that 200 miltion bushels of apples are used each year — 
and that’s 90 apples per person. ( BG can top that ! ) 


OUR FEELERS for tailgate suggestions brought this 
one in from a Michigan fan in Romulus who, darn it, 
wishes to remain anonymous. Thank you for your call . 

Our donor says that they attend games with their three 
boys who are all avid hot dog eaters. So — over the 
years she’s tried to come up with that “something 
different” for the weeks they picnic prior to the games. 
As the “fellas” grew older, their tastes changed and 
“mother” got more adventuresome with her cooking. 
This recipe, she says, is a favorite of EVERYone who 
shares their repast before the games. 

50-YARDLINE FRANKS 

12 frankfurters and 12 buns 

2 onions, sliced 

1 bottle beer 

2 lbs. sauerkraut, drained 

tsp. caraway seed % 

Saute onions in a little butter or bacon fat. Add 
sauerkraut, beer and caraway seeds. Cook a few 
minutes. Transfer to a casserole and bake 1 ^ hour at 
375 degrees, covered. Remove cover, layer with franks 
and bake another 20 minutes. Keep hot by placing in an 
insulated bag or chest or wrapping tightly in single 
layers of newspaper. When you pull down that tailgate, 
there’s a meal in a bun or on a plate; however you 
prefer it. 


THE BOTTOM LINE: People can be divided into 
three groups: those who make things happen — those 
who watch things happen — and those who wonder 
what happened.
